Fluid, Police Chief Warns

Police Chief Percy Bcnnett 
warned local motorists, garage 
mechanics, and filling station 
operators to make sure that 
they use only heavy duty brake 
fluid in today's cars.

Sub-standard brake fluids 
with low boiling temperatures 
can lead to brake failure, traf­ 
fic accidents, and death, he 
said.'

Warning Ciiven
"The Society of Automotive 

Engineers recently warned 
that all cars made since 1954 
must have S.A.E. specification 
70-R1 heavy duty brake fluids 
for safe operation," Chief Hen- 
nett said. "The S.A.E.'s mod- 
rate duty specifications have 

icon removed from the hand- 
nook because the boiling point 
of moderate duty brake fluid 
s dangerously close or below 
irake drum temperatures de­ 
veloped in today's heavy, more 
powerful cars."

"When brake fluid boils," ho 
said, "brake pressure is absorb­ 
ed by the vapor that is formed

[ in the hydraulic system. So, 
j the pressure does not reach 
I the brake shoe. As a result. 
| brakes fail; a driver cither 
coasts to a stop or hits some- 

' thing. Most often, an accident 
occurs."

12 states have alreadv outlaw- i 
ed the sale of anything 'hut| 
S.A.E. 70-R1 heavy dufy brake | 
fluid. These states are: Arkan-1 
sas. California, (leorgc, Minne-' 
sola, Mississippi)), N'ew .lersey, I 
North Carolina, Oklahoma,! 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Texas.. Safety 
authorities in these states havr 
reported a rcdiMlon in acci­ 
dents rluu to brake failure 
since sub-standard fluids were 
outlawed.

Chief Rennclt said that there 
are many qnalllv brands of 
brake fluids on the market to­ 
day. He said that any brand of 
brake fluid Is safe so long as 
it has "S.A.E. 70-rtl Heavy 
Duty" on the label.
